Rabbinic 

Ruminations 


Brett  Morrison’s  name  may  be  vaguely 
familiar  to  some  of  you.  He  is  a  Mount 
Sinai  School  of  Medicine  student  with 
leukemia,  and  several  bone  marrow  registra¬ 
tion  drives  were  held  recently  in  the  hope  of 
finding  a  suitable  donor  for  him. 

I  have  had  several  conversations  with 
Brett;  his  dignity  and  control  in  the  face  of  a 
life-threatening  disease  is  impressive  and 
inspirational.  Face-to-face  contact  with  some¬ 
one  in  his  situation  has  an  amazing  emotional 
impact:  your  heart  goes  out  to  him  and  to  his 
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family — and  you  wonder  if  your  own  blood 
markers  may  hold  the  key  to  his  chance  for  a 
long,  productive  life. 

When  Brett  talked  to  me  he  was  preach¬ 
ing  to  the  converted.  I  have  been  enrolled  in 
the  national  bone  marrow  registry  since  1988 
when  my  congregation  in  Cleveland  held  a 
one-day  drive  that  registered  some  800  peo¬ 
ple  wrho  responded  to  the  urgent  need  of  a 
young  father  of  three  wrho  belonged  to  our 
synagogue. 

No  match  wras  found  for  him  that  day,  but 
four  years  later,  wTiile  living  in  Pittsburgh,  I 
received  a  call  from  the  local  blood  bank 
which  proved  the  efficacy  and  value  of  an 
established  national  registry.  They  asked  me 
to  come  in  for  further  testing  because  the 
blood  markers  from  my  initial  screening  indi¬ 
cated  that  I  might  be  a  potential  match  and 
bone  marrow'  donor  for  another  person  diag¬ 
nosed  with  leukemia. 

1  cannot  describe  to  you  the  excitement 
and  elation  that  I  felt  knowing  that  I  might  be 
able  to  save  someone  else’s  life  through  the 
harvesting  of  my  bone  marrow.  And  I  also 
cannot  tell  you  of  the  sadness  and  despair  that 
overcame  me  when,  six  weeks  later,  I  wxts 
informed  that  further  laboratory  analysis  dis¬ 
qualified  me.  I  kept  imagining  this  anonymous 


individual  with  no  hope  of  a  cure. 

That  is  wrhy  it  is  so  important  for  each  of 
us  to  register:  the  more  people  who  register, 
the  greater  the  chances  of  finding  matches  and 
giving  those  afflicted  with  leukemia  a  newr 
lease  on  life. 

Brett  Morrison  told  me  one  thing  I  did  not 
know'  that  makes  it  all  the  more  vital  for  Jews 
to  participate  in  the  national  registry:  Jewish 
leukemia  patients  are  among  those  with  the 
lowest  odds  of  finding  a  match  within  the  reg¬ 
istry  because  their  most  likely  donors  will  be 
other  Jews,  who  represent  a  very  small  per¬ 
centage  of  the  overall  population.  His  w'ords 
give  urgency,  new  meaning  and  added  signif¬ 
icance  to  the  Mishnah  (Sanhedrin  4:5),  “Who¬ 
ever  saves  one  life  within  Israel,  it  is  as  if  that 
person  had  saved  an  entire  w'orld."

Our 
teachers  have  always  been  an  important 
instalment  in  keeping  up  the  schools’  excelf 
lence.

Friday,  June  25 

Park  Avenue  Synagogue  publishes  a  Book 
of  Remembrance  every  year,  for  Yom 
Kippur,  in  which  members  of  our  con¬ 
gregation  can  list  the  names  of  their  departed 
loved  ones.  The  deadline  for  the  inclusion  of 
names  to  be  listed  is  Friday,  June  25. 

Since  there  is  no  carryover  of  listings 
from  one  year  to  the  next,  the  names  of  loved 
ones  must  be  resubmitted  every  year. 

Names  of  the  deceased  listed  in  the  Book 
of  Remembrance  are  memorialized  when 
Yizkor  is  recited  four  times  during  the  year, 
during  the  Yizkor  Memorial  Services  on  Yom 
Kippur  and  on  the  second  day  of  the  Festivals 
of  Sukkot  and  Shavuot.  During  Passover,  the 
Yizkor  Memorial  Service  takes  place  on  the 
eighth  day  of  Passover. 

The  publishing  deadline  is  a  firm  one. 
Therefore,  to  avoid  disappointment,  return  the 
card  you  will  receive  in  the  mail  promptly.

Young  Couples’  Group 
Launched  at  PAS 

fter  meeting  so  many  young  couples  at 
the  new  members’  reception  I  realized 
that  many  of  my  peers  had  joined  the 
synagogue.  I  w'ondered  what  kinds  of  activi¬ 
ties  and  programs  would  interest  them,  and  so 
I  arbitrarily  selected  an  age  range  and  wrote  to 
the  people  asking  them. 

The  response  was  overwhelming.  These 
people  w'ant  to  meet  other  young  Jewish  cou¬ 
ples,  and  they  want  to  deepen  their  under¬ 
standing  of  their  heritage  on  a  sophisticated, 
adult  level. 

We  decided  to  form  a  Young  Couples’ 
Group.  The  group  has  been  meeting  once  a 
month  in  different  homes,  led  by  different 
people,  on  a  topic  of  interest  to  them. 
Matthew  and  I  hosted  the  first  evening,  attend¬ 
ed  by  26  people,  where  he  taught  a  midrash 
about  couples  and  cooperation.  Before 
Pesach,  Laurie  Davidowitz  led  a  session  on 
“How  to  make  your  Seder  more  meaningful” 
at  the  home  of  Heidi  and  Rob  Silverstone. 

This  is  not  the  first  time  a  Young  Couples’ 
Group  has  existed  at  PAS,  and  there  is  a  need 
for  other  programming,  for  example,  for 
young  singles.  I  am  sorry  the  age  range  could¬ 
n’t  be  wider,  but  practical  issues  of  space  con¬ 
strained  this.  At  any  rate,  I  have  been  grateful 
for  the  opportunity  to  meet  so  many  interest¬ 
ing,  vibrant  young  people.  I  am  indebted  to 
Melinda  Goldman  for  her  help  in  creating  the 
program,  and  I  hope  it  is  a  group  which  will 
take  over  its  own  leadership  and  organization.

Honored  at  Heschel  School 

Rabbi  and  Mrs.  Judah  Nadich  wrere  hon¬ 
ored  recently  at  the  Abraham  Joshua 
Heschel  School,  an  independent  Jewish 
day  school  of  academic  excellence,  named  for 
the  distinguished  Jewish  philosopher  and  the¬ 
ologian.  The  school  has  created  a  scholarship 
fund  that  will  carry  the  names  of  Rabbi  Judah 
Nadich  and  Martha  Hadassah  Nadich.  The 
fund  will  enable  children  of  parents  w'ho  can¬ 
not  afford  the  school’s  tuition  to  receive  their 
general  and  Jewish  education  at  the  school. 
The  school  is  dedicated  to  pluralism  and  its 
students  come  from  Conservative,  Orthodox 
and  Reform  homes,  as  well  as  from  homes  of 
no  affiliation.  A  number  of  the  students  are  the 
children  of  recently  arrived  Russian  Jew's. 

Rabbi  Nadich  wras  involved  in  the  found¬ 
ing  of  the  school  and  through  his  and  his 
wife’s  close  ties  with  the  Heschel  family,  the 
school  received  permission  to  us  the  name. 
He  served  on  the  school’s  Board  of  Directors 
in  its  early  years.  Shira  Nadich  Levin  now 
serves  on  the  Board  and  as  an  officer  of  the 
school.  The  school  now  has  two  buildings, 
with  the  main  building  on  West  89th  Street.

Rabbi  Nadich  Spoke  at 
the  Seminary 

On  Yom  Hashoah,  Holocaust  Day,  Rabbi 
Judah  Nadich  spoke  at  a  service  at  the 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary,  the  moth¬ 
er  institution  of  Conservative  Judaism.  Both  stu¬ 
dents  and  faculty  were  present  as  Rabbi  Nadich 
spoke  of  his  experiences  in  the  concentration 
camps  and  displaced  persons  camps,  as  advisor 
to  General  Eisenhower  on  Jewish  affairs.  He 
was  the  first  rabbi  ordered  to  Europe  and  the 
senior  American  Army  Jewish  chaplain  in  that 
theater  of  war. 

The  vice  president  of  the  Seminary  wrote 
him  afterwards:  “Your  reputation  precedes  you. 
Except  for  the  faculty  assemblies,  no  program 
this  year  has  involved  such  a  significant  faculty 
participation. ..your  personal  involvement  had 
an  impact  on  Jewish  history.”

Early  Childhood  Center  for  the  2000- 
01  school  year  are  asked  to  call  the  school  and 
request  an  application  form  between  nowr  and 
June  30,  1999.  (After  that  date  the  school  will 
be  closed  until  mid-August.) 

All  children  wiao  wrere  born  before  April 
1,  1998  are  eligible  for  school  in  September, 
2000.  The  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Early 
Childhood  Center  adheres  strictly  to  its  cut-off 
dates.  Families  wrho  have  been  longtime  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  synagogue  are  given  special  con¬ 
sideration.  However,  this  does  not  always 
guarantee  acceptance  because  of  the  need  to 
balance  groups  in  a  variety  of  ways. 

There  is  an  application  fee  of  $40  per 
child.  The  application  process  includes  a  visit 
and  tour  of  the  school  by  one  or  both  parents 
and  a  separate  visit  with  the  child.

01  school  term.  This  will  enable  us  to  deter¬ 
mine  howr  many  applications  from  new'  mem¬ 
bers  or  non-members  wre  will  be  able  to 
accept.
